RWANDA/ BURUNDI SITREP MAY 18 
SITUATION ON THE GROUND 
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GENERAL DALLAIRE REPORTED THAT FORMER FRENCH MINISTER 
KOUCHNER HAD LEFT KIGALI. HIS EFFORT TO EXTRICATE 
CHILDREN FROM A FRENCH NATIONAL-RUN ORPHANAGE HAD FAILED. 

THE RGF AND RPF HAD AGREED TO GRANT SAFE PASSAGE TO THE 
CONVOY AND THE UN FORCES ESCORTING THE CONVOY. HOWEVER, 

WHEN THE LOCAL MILITIAS WERE BROUGHT IN TO GIVE THEIR 
CONCURRENCE, THEY INSISTED ON ACCOMPANYING THE CONVOY TO 
THE AIRPORT, A CONDITION WHICH THE RPF COULD NOT ACCEPT.

INDICATE THE UNHCR/NGARA IS THE SOURCE OF THESE 
ALLEGATIONS, BUT PRIVATELY UNHCR/GENEVA IS SAYING THAT

COL. ASRAR, COMMANDER OF THE UNOMUR FORCES ON THE

FULL LENGTH OF THE BORDER, THAT THE RPF IS COOPERATING

THE RPF 1 S VICE CHAIRMAN, DENIS POLISIS, WARNED THAT IF
